Explosive-Filled Truck Blamed in Blast 


MADISON, Wis. (AP)~A blast 


of "unbelievable power" that 
destroyed a University of Wis- 
consin military research center 
Monday appears to have been 
the work of subversives using an 
explosives-laden truck, investi- 
gators said. 


The explosion that killed a 


physics scholar and injured sev- 
eral other persons prompted de- 
mands for increased security pa- 
trols at the campus, where de- 
structive student demonstrations 
have forced officials to call for 
National Guard reinforcements 
three times since 
February, 


1969. 


Damage Estimate

predawn explosion was caused 
by explosives in a truck that had 
been parked beside the six-story 
Army Mathematics Research 
Center, a popular rally target 
for antiwar demonstrators. The 
truck had been reported stolen 


Aug. 20 from a campus parking 
ot.

Indirect Middle East Peace 
Talks Open at United Nations 


UNITED 
NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — Gunnar V. Jarring, the 
United 
Nations 
go-between, 


opened Middle East peace talks 
today with Israel, Jordan and 
Egypt. 


Israeli Ambassador Yosef Te- 


koah had the first appointment 
with Jarring here at 9:30 a.m. 
Tekoah, smiling, arrived two 
minutes late. 


Tekoah declined to reply di- 


rectly to a newsman who asked 
whether he will leave later to- 
day after his discussion with 
Jarring to report to the Israeli 
Cabinet in Jerusalem. 


"I'll speak to you later," Te- 


koah said, indicating he might 


have something to say after 
meeting with Jarring. 


Secretary-General U Thant, 


arriving 
after 
Tekoah, 
told 


newsmen: "I am cautiously op- 
timistic 
over 
prospects 
for 


peace, in fact more optimistic 
than at any other time since the 
1967 Arab-Israeli war." Thant 
has no direct role in the current 
talks. 


Ambassadors from the three 


Middle East adversaries had 
appointments in succession at 
U.N. headquarters with the 
Swedish mediator who for near- 
ly three years has been trying 
to nudge the Arabs and Israelis 
toward a peace agreement. 


This procedure of talking to 


one government and then to an- 
other is the one Jarring has fol- 
lowed in the past, and this 
procedure will continue. The Ar- 
abs refuse to negotiate face-to- 
face with the Israelis, and while 
Arab agreement to talk in the 
same place with their foe was 
some concession on their part, 
there was no indication that 
Egypt and Jordan would ever 
agree to sit down at the same 
negotiating table with Israel.

obnoxious in view of the fact 
that this law has been in exist- 
ence for more than five years," 
commented Sen. Harrison A. 
Williams, D-N.J. 


Color Bias 


The committee's report said 


the impact of job discrimination 
against nonwhites. is reflected in 
figures 
showing the median 


family income of Negroes was 
$5,999 in 1969, or 39 per cent less 
than the $9,794 for white fami- 
lies. 


"The distribution of Negroes 


in occupational groups, while 
showing some movement to 
higher paying jobs since 1964, 
still shows that Negro workers 
are not achieving their rightful 
place in society," the committee 
said. • 


The report also noted that in 


July of this year nonwhites had 
an unemployment rate of 8.3 per 
cent compared with a white rate 
of 4.7 per cent. And it said the 
jobless rate of nonwhite teenag- 
ers "has skyrocketed to 28.7 per 
cent."

matically."

Say Continued Strike 
Would Ruin Crops 


SALINAS, 
Calif. (AP) - 


Vegetable growers in the rich 
Salinas and Santa Maria valleys 
have turned to the courts in an 
effort to get their crops past 
pickets. 


Cesar Chavez' AFL-CIO Unit- 


ed Farm Workers Organizing 
Committee, in a jurisdictional 
dispute with the Teamsters Un- 
ion, carried its red and black 
aanners to ranch entrances 
Monday to launch a strike that 
lad 
been 
threatened for a 


month. 


An estimated 5,000 of the 


13,000 workers left their jobs in 
the Salinas 
Valley. Another 


2,000 left in the Santa Maria 
area, 120 miles to the south. The 
harvest is entering a peak sea- 
son that will last two more 
months. 


The picketing all but halted 


the harvesting of lettuce, straw- 
berries, artichokes, broccoli and 
other crops. Many growers said 
the lettuce crop would be ruined 
within a few days if the strike 
continued.

Nation Could 
Face Epidemic 


Of Dipfheria 


About 15 Per Cent 
Of Children Have 
Not Been Vaccinated 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov- 


ernment disease detectives say 
limited outbreaks, of diphtheria, 
die ancient child-killer, could 
spread across the United States, 
with ghettos especially vulnera- 
ble. 


They implied that any city in 


which half the children are not 
immunized could face an epi- 
demic such as the one sweeping 
San Antonio, Tex. 


A recent survey showed San 


Antonio had immunized only 
about half its children, com- 
pared with 70 per cent for com- 
parable cities of 700,000 popula- 
tion. The city has listed 66 cases 
of the vicious disease this year 
—30 of them this month. 


Fairly1 Good 


Experts of the U.S. Public 


Health Service's Communicable 
Disease Center in Atlanta say 
75-85 per cent of the nation's 
children are immunized againsi 
diptheria, but they rate this as 
only fairly good. 


The experts said in an inter- 


view that 23 states do not re- 
quire pre-school shots with the 
triple DPT vaccine 
against 


diphtiieria, whooping cough and 
tetanus or lockjaw. 


Those states are Alabama, 


Alaska, Arizona, Colorado, Del- 
aware, Florida, Idaho, Indiana, 
Iowa, Maine, Montana, Nebras- 
ka, Nevada, North and South Da- 
kota, Oklahoma, Oregon, Texas,

safety against all three malad- 
ies, children should get three 
shots of the triple vaccine a 
month apart, beginning at about

thereafter.

Two of Tate

Wounds Indicate

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Two 


victims in the Sharon Tate mur- 
ders were under the influence of 
a hallucinogentic drug similar 
to LSD when they were stabbed 
to death, the coroner says. 


The two—coffee heiress Abi- 


gail Folger and Polish playboy 
Wojieiech Frykowski—had tak- 
en the drug MDA, autopsy re- 
ports showed. But their wounds 
indicated they put up a violent 
struggle against their killers. 


Coroner Thomas T. Noguchi, 


testifying as a state witness, 
discussed the autopsy findings 
Monday at the murder-conspira- 
cy trial of Charles M. Manson, 
35, hippie-type clan leader, and 
three girl followers—Susan At- 
kins, 21, Patricia Krenwinkel, 
22, and Leslie Van Houten, 20. 


Miss Folger and Frykowski 


were houseguests at Miss Tate's 
mansion the night of Aug. 9, 
1969, and were slain along with 
the pregnant actress, hair styl- 
ist Jay Sebring, and Steven Par- 
ent, a friend of the caretaker.

contracts that present several 
alternate lines of defense is 
never easy. At best, all that 
can be said is that some are 
less difficult than ethers. 


For some players, the first 


impulse is best — or at least 
it so appears. For most, it is 
best to give careful thought to 
the several possibilities in- 
volved. 


These problems of defense 


are shared even by world 
champions.

Citizen Convenience Is Goal of Districting

MADISON — The achieve- 


ment in an executive order of 
Gov. Warren P. Knowles of a 
system of uniform field admin- 
istrative districts of the major 
service agencies of the state 
government c l i m a x e s many 
years of futile discussion of the 
idea in a dozen previous admin- 
istrations. 


The mechanism that is prin- 


cipally responsible for success 
in the face of repeated failure in 
the past was the creation of a 
series of functional cabinets by 
Knowles, following the function- 
al reorganization and integra- 
tion of the state government 
upon the recommendation of the 
Kellett commission three years 
ago. 


The cabinet that has met 


most frequently with the gover- 
nor and has established the best 
rapport with him is known as 
the operating cabinet, the heads 
of which direct exteensive field 
operations in welfare, health, 
highway, natural resources, la- 
bor, business and taxation. 


These are the services that 


have most direct contact with 
the largest constituencies, and 
which m a i n t a i n large field 
staffs which only occasionally 
visit their State Capitol offices, 
but have worked out of a field 
office which have typically had 
little relation to the others. 


Time and Travel 


From the viewpoint of the 


citizen dealing with his state 
government, frequent confusion 
and additional time and travel 


expenditures were involved as a 
consequence. An ultimate result 
of the uniform organization will 
be to establish central state 
office buildings, in those regions 
of the state which do not yet 
have them. 


There were signs that the 


erection of several such regional

A Shoulder That Will 
Dislocate Continuously 


By George C. Tbosteson, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: What 


would cause a boy's shoulder to 
become dislocated time and 
time again? It is terribly pain- 
ful and he has to be given an 
anesthetic to have it reset. 


He is afraid to participate in 


sports that could cause this to 
recur. Would the fact that he is 
growing fast have anything to 
do with it? — I.R. 


Rapid

Of the large joints in the 


body, the shoulder is relatively 
unstable, which is not surprising 
when you remember that the 
shoulder is designed so that the 


arm can move in all directions. 


The first dislocation ordinarily 


occurs from strain or injury 
that throws the joint out of its 
socket and forward. The joint 
capsule is damaged, and certain 
ligaments are stretched or torn, 
so it is even easier for the 
shouldei to dislocate again sub- 
sequently. There are such later 
dislocations in about 40 percent 
of all cases, and usually in 
younger people because they 
are less likely than older people 
to take care of themselves in 
such things.

W. Byrnes, R-Green Bay.

the measure, Byrnes called it

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Mr. Olson and the Agency Shop 


Lt Gov. Jack Olson, already vir- 


tually nominated by the Republican 
party as heir apparent to three term 
Gov. Kaowles, recently decided upon a 
curious departure from an important 
policy position of his friend and political 
associate. 


The lieutenant governor, appearing 


with the Democratic gubernatorial 
aspirants at a rally of political action 
delegates of the Wisconsin Education 
Association at Ripon, abruptly an- 
nounced his support of a so-called 
"agency shop" law as demanded by the 
•public employe labor organizations, in 
direct disagreement with his friend the 
governor who vetoed an identical bill 
sent to him by the legislature in his first 
term-five years ago. 


i'Agency shop" is a deceptive and 


evidently effective circumlocution for 
the more familiar "union shop" and the 
surprising declaration of the Republican 
candidate went virtually unnoticed in 
the public press of Wisconsin. 


As in the more familiar term "union 


shop" in the private sector, the "agency 
shop" legislation that has been pushed 
with powerful lobbying in the last three 
legislative sessions would require 
contributions to a union, where there is 
an agreement for such an arrangement 
between a majority of the employes in a 
bargaining unit and the employer. 


Thus it is a method for the union in a 


public service agency, state or local, to 
broaden its income base even in the face 
of the fact that there may be civil ser- 
vants in a unit who are not interested in 
union membership or, conceivably, are 
actively • opposed to such membership 
for reasons that seem sufficient to 
themselves. 


When Gov. Knowles vetoed the 1965 


hill as approved by. the legislature under 
skilled political pressure by the already 
huge 
unionized 
public 
employe 


movement, he expressed surprise that 
such coercion—as it can be accurately 
labelled—should be proposed in the face 


of 
the 
massive growth of union 


enrollment on a voluntary basis. He 
suggested also that such a law would 
insert a significant wedge between 
public employment in Wisconsin— 
notably in the state government—and 
the celebrated merit system of public 
service about which we have boasted 
collectively 
to the 
country 
for 


generations. Under our civil service 
principle as applied to date, recruits are 
hired on proved "merit for particular 
jobs, without extraneous considerations 
of political ideology, ethnic origins, 
religion, or any others. Making an ex- 
ception for union affiliation therefore is 
a direct assault upon the idea of non- 
discriminatory employment on merit. 


Mr. Olson undoubtedly recognizes the 


brutal realities of .the politics involved. 
Public employes are more numerous, 
more assertive, and more highly 
organized into unions each year. They 
want this law. No doubt the pragmatists 
in the candidate's camp warned him of 
the consequences of resistance. 


Yet it is a regrettable incident, and 


Mr. Olson is considerably less than 
convincing in what he doubtless con- 
ceived as an important reservation in his 
capitulation to the civil servants' union 
pressure. He said he would insist on a 
system .that would permit any unwilling 
joiner of a union to designate any part of 
his union dues payments that may 
otherwise be allocated for a political 
purpose with which he is 
in 


disagreement for a charity of his own 
choice. Surely he knows that such a 
provision would be beyond practicable 
audit, and therefore unenforceable. As a 
face-saving condition, it won't wash.

The Economics of Pollution 


We have sympathized with Governor 


Warren Knowles and Wisconsin's tourist 
industry about the damage done 
financially to that segment of the stale's 
financial basis by the publicity about 
mercury pollution. But once again, 
whose ox is gored? 


Dr. Barry Commoner, director of the 


Center for the Biology of Natural 
Systems at Washington University, St. 
Louis, spelled out the financial hazards 
at the American Bar Association con- 
vention this month. He pointed out that 
the mercury released in Lake St. Clair 
(one of those closed to fishing recently; 
cost the chemical plants about $550.000 
But the damage to the fishing industry in 
the area was valued at $500,000.000 per 
year. This takes into account no losses to 
businesses because of fishermen who 
have naturally been frightened away 
from the lake. Further Dr. Commoner 
writes, "it can be calculated from the loss 


of mercury that the plants produced 
materials valued at $40,000,000 to 
$50.000,000. Thus, in terms of social 
value, these goods are produced at an 
environmental cost which is probably 
ten times greater' than their market 
value," not to the particular plants in 
question but to the ecological and 
economical value of the whole area. 


These purely financial aspects do not 


take into consideration the threat to 
heal th and even life. We do nol intend to 
he scare mongers. But at least three 
\oungsters in New Mexico have been so 
badly afflicted from mercury poisoning 
that two are blind and the third cannot 
walk or talk. They were not afflicted 
from fish in mercury contaminated 
waters but from pork from a pig led 
seeds treated with methyl mercury. But 
must we have such tragedies before we 
start to recognize the dangers and 
realise that the economy in the long run 
cannot thrive on such pollution? 


Guidelines for Environmental Protection

One wonders what the Soviets 
have made of this 237-page 
critique. A careful reading

The Fitzhugh report is a 


fascinating document that 
should be read on perhaps 
three discrete levels. At the 
most trivial level, it is simply 
a careful management study 
which points out the enormous 
amount of money that could be 
saved by, for esample,

from that, it becomes an

of

And 
finally, and most crucially, it 
deals in Aesopian fashion with 
what might be called the 
Ghost of McNamara, i. e., how 
do you handle, in institutional 
terms, civilian control which 
goes off the tracks?

Some critics of the rsixon

ministration, recalling the "now or 
never" statement of the President -\vhen 
he created the Council on En- 
vironmental Quality as his first official 
act of 1970, are expressing disap- 
pointment in what they see as the 
blandness of the council's first required 
report to Congress.

congressional action to move against 
pollution. It asks ior a ".sustained high 
level" of federal funding for waste 
treatment plants and "vigorous and 
effective enforcement" of water quality 
laws now on the books. It proposes an 
end to phosphates in detergents, better 
means for controlling agricultural 
runoffs, and the removal of more-algae 
nutrients from municipal and industrial 
wastes. 


In the lield of land use, the council 


suggests that government housing 
financing programs can be used to 
assure proper development. The same is 
true in federal aid programs for se\\er 
and water extensions and in lederal aids 
provided for planning at (he state and 
regional le\el. 


In sending the roporl to Congress, 


President Xixon said, "unless \ve arrest 
the depredations thai have been inflicted 
so carelessly on our natural systems-- 
which exisl 
in an 
intricate set, 
r>l 


balances--we face 
the prospect of 


ecological disaster." 


As the council has pointed oul, many 


loots already are available in law and 
administrative regulation dependent 
upon strict enforcement.

be—an exercise of mature 
judgment. 


Yet one may guess that 


there will be mothers and 
fathers, among others, who 
may have second thoughts 
about the question if there are 
corollary slogans like "old 
enough to vote, old enough for 
liquor," or "old enough to 
\ote, old enough to be a 
husband." The issue is not 
simple. But significant issues 
rarely are, politicians' press 
releases notwithstanding.

Speaking of city and country 


living, as I was yesterday, 
reminded me to look up some 
notes I took a few months ago 
of a report by the U. S. 
.Geological Survey. 


The report gave the alarm- 


ing fact that in the last 30 
years, water runoff into the 
ocean from the western part of 
Long Island had tripled, 
because of urban growth in 
that period. 


Why does this have possibly 


serious significance? As the 
journal, Science News, puts it: 
"When formerly porous areas 
of relatively open countryside 
are covered with pavement, 
homes 
and 
buildings 


characteristic 
of 
urban 


growth, the ability of the areas 
to absorb and hold water 
lessens dramatically." 


In our whole discussion of 


ecology the last year or so, we 
have concentrated on many of 
the obvious ills: air pollution 
and inadequate sewerage and 
pesticides and so on. But the 
fact of the matter is that, 
perhaps, the growth of ur- 
banization in itself might 
deplete our groundwater 
supply to a trickle in many 
populous areas. 


Long Island, actually, is 


constructing 
"recharge 


basins" that can save about 10 
per cent of the precipitation 
that would otherwise be lost 
These basins collect rainwater 
from storm-sewer systems 
and feed it back into the 
ground. 


We talk about "tampering" 


with the natural environment 
— but it is tampering of a 
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basic sort whenever we put a 
road where a field was, or a 
parking lot where plain earth 
used to absorb the water for 
reuse. Concreting these areas 
sends the waters out to the 
lakes or oceans instead of 
retaining them where they can 
do the most good. 


Can the world, as an eco- 


system, sustain the degree of 
u r b a n i z a t i o n 
a n d 


mechanization that we are 
engaging in at an exponential 
rate in this century? Even if 
we don't pollute, even if we 
keep the air relatively clean 
and the water relatively pure, 
if we cover enough of the land 
with concrete capping, can the 
system survive such treat- 
ment? 


Nobody, of course, knows 


the answer to this question. 
The utilization of rain is ab- 
solutely essential to most local 
ecologies; if much of Florida 
didn't get, and couldn't use, 
most of its 50 inches of ram a 
year, it would become like the 
Sahara — which is on the 
same parallel! 


Now, the rain isn't going to 


stop falling; but it comes to 
much the same thing if we 
cover the earth so that water 
cannot soak in and runs out 
toward the oceans. The 
construction 
of literally 


millions of recharge basins 
seems a high, and ugly, price 
to have to pay for the concrete 
cities 
and 
suburbs 
of 


tomorrow. 
Perhaps 
the 


preservation of naked land 
will soon command as much a 
priority as the parking-lot and 
the throughway do in our 
present topsy-turvy system.

— The Air Quality Act of 1967.

Title 2 covers air pollution 


from automobiles ( N a t i o n a l 
Emission Standards Act). This 
authorizes HEW to test proto- 
type cars of manufacturers to 
see if they meet federal emis- 
sion standards (California is 
exempt, has its own more 
restrictive standards). 


— Clean Air Act Amendment 


of 1970, has passed the house, 
should become law this year. 
This will authorize testing of 
any new car, establishment of 
standards for fuel and 
fuel 


additives, state inspections of 
cars in use, etc. 


— Water Quality Act of 1965. 


This gives states and territories 
the option to set water quality 
standards or have the federal 
government do it for them. 
Although all states have stan- 
dards, the standards of only 17 
and the District of Columbia 
have been approved by the 
Department of the Interior. 


— Clean Water Restoration 


Act of 1966. This greatly in- 
creases money grants to states, 
cities, etc., for (1) development 
of improved methods of waste 
treatment, water 
purification, 


sewer design and (2) construc- 
tion of waste treatment plants. 
It has done some good, but need 
for improved facilities is far, 
far ahead of funds now avail- 
able. 


Water Quality Improvement 


Act of 1970. This toughens water 
pollution laws, particularly pol- 
lution 
by oil and 
hazardous 


materials and requires installa- 
tion of marine sanitation de- 
vices to control sewage from 
vessels. The law also imposes 
stiff penalties for noncompli- 
ance. 


— The Solid Waste Disposal 


Act of 1965. This authorizes a 
development program for im- 
proved methods of economical 
disposal of such waste as trash, 
garbage, paper, scrap metal 
and technical assistance to state 
and local governments involved 
in solid waste disposal pro- 
grams. Congress is scheduled to 
tighten this vital law this year. 


On top of these major federal 


laws are important state laws. 
Under s e p a r a t e legislation, 


California's Air R e s o u r c e s 
Board on Aug. 1 revised its test 
procedures for new automobiles 
and established new emission 
standards. The likelihood is that 
all states will be forced in the 
future to adopt California's pro- 
c e d u r e s , and Prentice-Hall 
urges businessmen to check now 
on California's experiences. 


This past June, Illinois passed 


a pollution control act which its 
governor claims is the most 
comprehensive in the nation; 
again, businessmen s h o u l d 
check. Also Michigan a couple 
of weeks ago put on the books 
an unprecedented 
law which 


allows private individuals to 
bring court actions against any 
public agency or private indus- 
try they think is damaging our 
environment; t h i s law will 
spread. 


Fuzzy as it may seem, the 


battle between the polluters and 
the protectors is being joined in 
this summer of '70. So, if you 
asked, "What might that cost?" 
I would answer, "Choose your 
own figure." For all the esti- 
mates are wild guesses and any 
one who knows what he is 
talking about freely admits he 
doesn't know what he is talking 
about.

Lemmings 
Trekking 
To Suicide 


Swedes Forecast 
Disaster With 
Each Migration 
GAELLTVARE, Sweden (AP) 


— It has been a big year for the 
lemming migration, 
and the 


usual stories and superstitions 
are being dusted off. 


About every four years mil- 


lions of mountain 
lemmings, 


technically Lemmus lemmus, 
mysteriously leave their normal 
(grounds in the heights and head 
for 
the lowlands. Biologists 


think their migrations are due 
to overcrowding, that tiie lem- 
ming masses simply are trying 
to find elbow room. But a popu- 
lar belief persists that they are 
pulled toward the sea by a sui- 
cidal urge. 


The animals are about the 


size of hamsters. They multiply 
at a formidable rate.Infavora- 
ble years the females bear five 
or six litter of four to seven ba- 
bies. The females are pregnant 
for about 20 days. In less than 
two weeks babies have to start 
out on their own, simply be- 
cause their mother usually is 
busing making more little lem- 
mings. 


The lemmings normally live 


only on the mountains above the 
tree line and eat grass or herbs 
in the summer. Their main 
menu is moss and in the long 
northern winter they get under 
the snow to munch it. Normally 
they eat 
almost half their 


weight in one day. 


If the lemmings manage to 


evade disease for a few years 
they multiply into millions. Out- 
growing their natural habitat 
they start to fret. One day they 
•tampede down the birch-clad 
mountains in a btack-and-tan 
carpet. 


This year's lemming migra- 


tion, starting in late May and 
running into July, was de- 
scribed by local experts as the 
biggest in many years. It was 
reminiscent of the worst lem- 
ming years—in 1918 and 1939, 
both years that war broke out. 
Thus the local population attrib- 
utes ominous powers to the phe- 
nomenon. 


This year the lemmings, in- 


stead of heading along the na- 
tural migration paths in the val- 
leys toward the southeast and 
the Baltic coast,- swerved to- 
ward the inland north. They 
mysteriously disappeared 
fromj 


some mid-Lapland valleys ini 
June. "One day they were there 
in what seemed like millions. 
The next they were gone, sim- 
ply vanishd like into thin air," 
one Laplander said. 


Thousands get crushed in ra- 


vines as they cross cliff edges, 
trample each other and drown 
«s they try to cross mountain 
rivers. Many are killed by cars 
as they cross roads. Foxes, buz- 
xtrds and owls love them.
